from other committees, and to call 
before it for information any Cana- 
dian either in military or civil life. 


WORK DESCRIBED 

Then Mr. Power described brief- 
ly the work of a number of other 
commiitees which report to the war 
committees including the commite 
tee on war finance and supply, 
| whose job is to deal with finance, 
credits, loans and foreign exchange; 
the war supply board and the for- 
eign exchange board 

He described the functions of the 
committee on food production and 
marketing, the bacon board, the 
committee on wheat, fuel and pow- 
er, shipping and transportation, in- 
ternal security, legislation and 
emergency legislation, public ine 
demobilization and re- 
ishment, price control and 


labor, and boards for the adminis- 
tration of wool, sugar, coal and 
hides and leather.

The Independent party has evolved by 
the pooling of their allegiance by candid- 
ates formerly representing the Liberal, 
Conservative and Unity parties, with 
Mayor Davison of Calgary spoken of as 
the leader of these merged forces. There 
are therefore now three distinct and or- 
ganized parties bidding for the privilege 
of governing the province during the next 
five years, Each will have candidates in 
all the constituencies, and will be able to 
form a government should it secure a 
majority of the seats for which it is con- 
tending. None of them is in the running 
with the idea of having a minority 
group only in the new legislature. 

The policy of the present Government 
stands written in its record, and is gen- 
erally understood, 

The policy of the C.C.F. party is to 
socialize industry and do away with the 
profit motive in business; the specific 
undertaking being to take over the oil | 
industry and the packing industry as the 
beginning of a program of full-fledged 
Socialism. 

The policy of the Independent party 
has yet to be defined on the constructive 
side. Negatively its purpose is to defeat | 
the Aberhart Government, but Mr. Dug- | 
gan recently warned that a platform of 
negations would not provide a satisfactory 
basis on which to appeal to the voters 
and on which to form a ministry should 
the appeal be successful. It is supposed 
therefore steps will be taken to put before 
the public what the party has to offer as 
an alternative program to those of its 
rivals. Since the time is short, it is 
urgent that this be done with as little de- 
lay as possible. 


In measure, the unification of three 
groups in the Independent party clears 
up the confused situation, but in measure 
only. It reduces the number of groups, | 
but leaves one of them without a known 
platform other than the desire to oust the 
present Government. Until that defect is 
supplied, the other two have the advan- 
tage in sponsoring positive proposals. 


The One Clear Issue 


Canada is fighting for its political 
life. The menace is more remote but no 
less real for this Dominion than it is for 
Finland. Should the Allies be beaten this 
continent would be the last refuge of free 
government. The British Empire would | 
be no more, The French Empire would | 
have ceased to exist. The neutral states 
in Europe would be provinces or depend- 
encies of the totalitarian states. Japan 
would rule Asia, and the position of 
Australia and New Zealand would be un- 
tenable. The South American republics 
would be annexed or dominated, as the 


“dictators found best suited their plans and 


ambitions. ~Canada would probably be 
partitioned among the aggressors. If not, 
the Dominion and the United States would 
have to face the world in defence of 
democracy; not democracy somewhere on | 
the other side of the sea, but democracy 
right here. 

For Canadians there can be at this 
time only one major political question; the 
question as to whether we can best put | 
our maximum effort into the war under 
the direction of the present Government or 
under the direction of a cabinet head- 
ed by Dr. Manion. That is the sole issue in 
the pending election that is important. It 
is important not only beyond any and 
all others, but to the degree that other 
considerations must not be allowed to 
side-track attention from it. Faced by | 
the gravest situation the country could | 
have to face, domestic policies, partisan 
chatter, personal ambitions, cherished 
theories are for the time irrelevant. And 
not only irrelevant but dangerous should 
they split the voters into factional groups. 

It would be a positive calamity if this 
election should result in a parliament so 
divided by group policies and allegiances 
that stable government would be impos- 
sible. If our war effort is to be 
useful or creditable there must be at 
Ottawa a cabinet backed by so large a 
majority that it can carry on without hay- 
ing to hedge, back and fill, bargain and 
badger to keep itself in power.

, Soviet newspapers welcome Mr. Welles 
to Europe by saying the United States 
“is trying to make war in Europe to the 


, last drop of English, French and German 


blood”. This is at least an original view 
of the unpleasantness. Berlin keeps ex- 
plaining that Chamberlain is the arch- 
enemy of peace and “the English” must 
be utterly crushed before the world can 
know justice, freedom and international 
friendliness. Herr Goebbels and who- 
ever runs the Moscow dream-mill should 
get together; if neither can tell the truth 
they at least might say the same thing. 

But originality is not the only claim 
this Soviet hypothesis has to attention. 
If the Communist chiefs believed what 
their newspapers are saying, they would 
not be backing Hitler and emulating him 
in attacking peaceful neighbors. They 
would be sitting on the side-lines, helping 
the United States in its supposed attempt 
to get Britain, France and Germany to de- 
stroy each other. That would be their 
duty as Communist leaders and inheritors 
of the Lenin tradition. Destruction of 
these three powers would clear the path 
as nothing else could do for a revolution 
in western Europe and the spread of the 
Soviet system throughout that continent. 

What his newspapers are saying and 
what Stalin is doing contradict each other. 
Their only approach to consistency is that 
while the newspapers slander the United 
States in words, Stalin defies that—and 
every other free country—by a murder- 
ous attack upon a small democratic na- 
tion. 


From Bogota comes word that several 
foreign submarines have been seen in 
Colombian waters. Probably they were 
United States boats from the Canal zone 
which had got a bit off their bearings. If 
they are Nazi raiders they have got into 
a part of the world where they are pretty 
likely to find trouble. 

The Finns shot down a couple of air- 
planes operated by pilots “who under- 
stood only one language, and it was not 
Russian.’’ Unless some Reds have made 
their way to Russia from Canada, the 
United States or other countries and 
joined the Soviet air force, there is only 
one country from which the mercenaries 
could have hailed.

Presidential politics was the last preserve of 
the male species in the United tSates.

Turner to think she has a divine right to force 
her shoddy stuff down the minds of pupils? I 
have no doubt she is an ideal secretary of the 
Daughters of the Colonial Wars, for her mind 
still is in the pre-colonial stage. 

Besides, she doesn’t know very much about 
the old-fashioned text books. Let her name any 
competent text that ever taught the doctrine of

HONESTY MAKES 
A BAD EXIT 
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The largest “private’ bank in the United 
States becomes a thing of the past with the 
conversion of J. P. Morgan & Co. into an incor- 
porated State bank, The house of Morgan will, 
of course, continue to be a dominant force in the 
business life of the world, even under the new 
name. The realities of power 
have not been altered by a 
change of name. Men have 
compared the Morgans to the 
Medici. Like the ancient banking masters, the 
Morgans have a consuming love of the arts and 
literature. Like them, too, the Morgans have 
often been consulted by leading statesmen. But 
there the analogy ends. For the influence of the 
Morgans has been infinitely more beneficial on 
public affairs than that once exerted by Cosimo 
de Medici. 

In the last war, Morgan was shot at in his 
own home by a demented fanatic who saw the 
banker’s hand in every plot hatched anywhere 
in the United States. Others have regarded 
Morgan with a bitter, almost brutal, suspicion 
that a reading of Senate reports on his banking 
activities does nothing to confirm. He is one of 
the men who have been persecuted by a legend 
of wickedness. 

The real criticism of men like Morgan, it may 
be suggested, will turn more upon them as a 
social type wicked individuals. When 
any private citizen gains as much wealth and 
influence as Morgan, his power almost makes 
him a state within the state. It is one of the 
central duties of our age to see to it that such 
immense personal power, wherever found, is not 
abused against the public good.

That Versailles Excuse 

In practically every one of his harangues to 
the Reichstag, his speeches to assembled Ger- 
man people, his radio addresses to the world, 
Hitler has made references to the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles, He has elaborated on what he calls its 
inequities, has reiterated emphatically that all of 
his activities have arisen out of the clauses of 
that Treaty. 

Not long after World War II broke out, 
Trygve J. B. Hoff, editor of the Norwegian econ- 
omie weekly “Farmand,” discussed this conten- 
tion. A translation of his article has just been 
published in “International Conciliation.” The 
following paragraph is the heart of editor Hoff’s 
findings, and béars repetition: 

“Even if one admits that the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles had to be revised—it is a view that can 
be discussed—one cannot excuse all Nazi mis- 
deeds by references to the Peace Treaty. Hitler's 
racial theories, his incitements to war, his broken 
promises, his nullification of law and justice, his 
anti-intellectualism, and, last but most, his de- 
nial of the rights of the individual with all its 
implications; censorship of press, and free scien- 
tific research and artistic expression forbidden, 
represent a Wow against European culture and 
a Stain upon the honor of the Germans that can- 
not be removed and which the German people 
does not deserve. Today, at any rate—after 
Czecho-Slovakia and Poland—it must be clear 
to everybody that it is prey and not Versailles- 
revision that Hitler is out for.” 

Versailles savagery is Hitler's lamest excuse 
for his outrages. Blundering there was by the 
nations of the world after 1919, but they con- 
ceived nothing, did nothing, that was not alter- 
able by discussion and mutual agreement. 
Hitler's determined efforts to capitalize on those 
blunders rather than an insistence upon pro- 
pitiation, reveals a cupidity that surpasses toler- 
ance.—Winnipeg Free Press. 


Worth Remembering 

If censorship regulations “practically deprive 
Canadians of the right to open their mouths,” as 
J. S. Woodsworth, C.C.F. leader, said in his 
Winnipeg speech, then the politicians seem to be 
doing a fairly thorough job of circumventing the 
regulations. Certainly they are “opening their 
mouths” wide enough and often enough these 
days and saying plenty. 

It might be worth while, at this time, for Mr. 
Woodsworth to recall, in view of the fact that he 
is opposed to the war, that if the war is not 
fought successfully neither he nor any other of 
those who are now making political speeches 
will, in truth, be able to “open their mouths” to 
speak what they like as Mr. Woodsworth did in 
the House of Commons and is now doing on the 
public platform. Mr. Woodsworth is exercising 
a right and privilege tht is not accorded oppon- 
ents of the Government with which Canada is at 
war. It would seem no more than reasonable to 
remember that. 

Nevertheless, Mr. Woodsworth made a mod- 
erate request in asking that the Government re- 
vise the Defence of Canada Regulations before 
Parliament reassembles. It would be a further 
token of good intentions and it should be a 
further assurance that the new Parliament will 
have the opportunity to overhaul them com- 
pletely. 

Mr. Woodsworth was not saying anything 
new when he said the Government had power to 
alter them by order-in-council, That is quite 
correct. Im fact, the Government has already 
altered them, has revised two sections to re- 
move some of the dangerous possibilities in the 
original clauses. But its pre-parliamentary re- 
vision should go further. 

Moreover, such revision at this time should 
not in any way lessen Mr. King’s assurance that 
Parliament will have a go at them later, 

But it is no less important that Doctor 
Manion give similar assurances of parliamentary 
revision. So far he has not done so.—Saskatoon 
Star-Phoenizx.

The diagnosis of mucous colitis

A history of the 
finding of shreds of mucus in the 
stools, abdominal tenderness and 
more or Jess frequent digestive up- 
sets, should point the way to the 
diagnosis. 

When the patient comes to the 
physician's office when the colon 
is undergoing a period and 
is on the warpath, the diagnosis is 
much more easily established. 
| However, careful examination even 
during one of the comparatively 
quiet periods will often locate the 
trouble. 

The question which is uppermost 
in the mind of the patient is what 
he can do during one of the periods 
of upset. Fortunately, there are 
several measures which are gener- 
| ally helpful in providing relief 
| One of the most valuable of these 

measures is applying heat. Heat 
| may be applied by means of the hot 
water bottle, by using towels which 
have been dipped in hot water, by 
taking an all-over hot tub bath, etc. 

Care as to diet is also helpful. 
When the colon seems particularly 
irritable it is often a good plan to 
use only the cooked vegetables, 
avoiding the raw salad variety, and 
taking these cooked ones in a 
pureed form, Pureeing will break 
up tne vegetable fiber and provide 
the colon with a soft, smooth bulk, 
which is often soothing. If there 
has been considerable trouble with 
gas, staying away from mixtures of 
starches and sugars for a time, and 
cutting down on the use of starches 
in general, wil] help to cut down 
on the gas formation,

The enema is of great value in 
these cases, the water in:the enema 
being used as hot as it can be borne. 
The enema may be used without 
fear for several days if necessary 
and is very helpful in that it keeps 
the colon clean without irritating it. 

During periods of constipation 
the patient may try the oil reten- 
tion enema, or may try taking agar 
| agar, The agar provides the mate- 
rial for a soft, large stool and bas 
the virtue of being non-irritating. 

The combination of heat, a wisely 
selected diet, rest, and the enema 
is usually sufficient to convince the 
patient the colitis is relievable, The 
Patient can not be promised a quick 
cure, as often a long period of trea!- 
ment is needed before recovery is 
well established.

Halifax Says 


OXFORD, Eng., Feb. 27.—Vis- 
count Halifax, secretary of state 
for foreign affairs and chancellor 
of Oxford University, today en- 
visaged Nazi youth as carrying 
a “terrifying challenge” against 
civilization which can be resisted 
“only by force on the battle- 
ground.” 

Addressing the student body at 
Oxford, Lord Halifax declared the 
driving force behind the Nazi move- 
ment is German youth--“deliberate- 
ly deprived of the elements of true 
judgme:it.” 


SYAL IPPOSITION 

“Their point of view is in stark 
opposition to yours,” the foreign 
secretary told the students. “They 
have their own ideals, which to our 
minds are distorted and deformed, 
but for which hundreds of thou- 
sands of them are prepared, without 
hesitation, to sacrifice their lives. 

“There is what seems an impene- 
trable barrier dividing you from 
them which somehow will have to 
be broken down if the youth of 
Europe is to avoid living always jn 
this waste land and if the European 
temple of civilization is to deserve 
and win a rekindling of lamps.” 

The conflict today, he said, is “be- 
tween youth and youth.” 


MORAL RETROGRESSION 

A Victorian visitor, he continued, 
would be astourded by the moral 
retrogression of Europe and this 
devastating perversion of youth 1m 
Germany.

Mr, Russell operated the 
lantern during the Saturday morn- 
ing story hour and in recent years 
saw many children of the boys and 
girls who came in his early years, 
coming just as their parents did. 

As a lad he served with 
Queen’s Own Royal West Kent Im- 
perial Yeomanry in South Africa, 
later being attached to the Natal 
Mounted Police. He came to Can- 
ada in 1914, joined the 49th Bat- 
talion and went to France with the 
regiment. He was severely wound- 
ed_in the third battle of Ypres on 
June 2, 1916. 

After six months in hospital in 
France and England he returned to 
Canada in the hospital ship “Le- 
titia.”’ When 14 miles off Halifax she 
ran on the rocks and he thought he 
had gone through two wars only to| 
be drowned, but all the convales-| 
cents were saved. "
